T h e S c h r o d e r T ria l. 
O a k l a n d , December 10th.—In the Schro­ 
der trial to-day, Mr. McAllister, for the de­ 
fense, continued his argument. He called 
the attention of the jury to a statement of 
counsel for the presecutii n that Mr. ami M rs. 
Schrcd r were married May 5th, and that 
their firBt child was born December 25th fol­ 
lowing. The impression conveyed was that 
improper relations existed between the de­ 
fendant and his wife before their marriage 
vows were celebrated. He read at length 
from various medical authorities to show that 
children bcrn at six or seven months’gesta­ 
tion survive to ordinary ate, and that chil­ 
dren of live months’ gestation may live for 
reveral mouths. There was nothing in the 
circumstance introduced by conned to prove 
that 
the 
first, child, 
which 
did 
not 
live 
long, was illegitimate. 
He dwelt 
at 
length upon 
the 
close 
relation 
which must exist between the dentist and 
the patient in his chair, and asserted that 
Lefevre used the opportunity of his profes­ 
sion to debauch Mrs. Schroder. 
He passed 
in 
review the 
testimony 
of 
Sarah 
Gallagher. Somebody went out of the back 
door of that house secretly. 
It was a thief 
and a robber who went out. He reviewed the 
testimony bearing upon the interview be­ 
tween the defendant and Dr. Stebbins. The 
defendant stated to Dr. Stebbins the full 
story and all the facts. Then counsel de­ 
scribed the interview between Dr. Stebbins 
and his daughter. If there was a person in 
the world to whom she would disclose the 
whole truth, that person was her father. 
What must have been his feelings? But 
there was not one word of anger and reproach. 
When Dr. Lefevre was accused of an act 
involving his honor and profetv-ii .nal integrity, 
he stood silent and submitted to personal in­ 
dignity. With what scorn and indignation 
an innocent man would have resented it. Dr. 
Stebbins’ testimony is confirmed by the 
books. 
The visit to Lefevre’s office was 
a false Btep, but it was rather Dr. Stebbins’ 
than the defendant's. He then took up 
Sarah Gallagher’s testimony, citing the cir­ 
cumstance that she and Dr. Lefevre both 
belonged to the Roman Catholic Church, and 
holding that this fact, in a measure, accounted 
for the bond of friendship existing between 
them. No successful attempt was made to 
impeach Sarah Gallagher. There was some­ 
thing which Sarah said which she did not 
want exposed, and he had re-calied her, so 
that Mr. Montgomery could have brought it 
out. Coun .1 then grouped together all the 
facts brought cut in Sarah Gallagher’s testi­ 
mony, 
a’-o 
the 
admissions 
and 
con­ 
duct of Lefevre, the confessions of Mrs. 
Schroder, and held that the adulterous and 
treacherous act was committed by deceased. 
He cited authorities relating to confessions 
ami the genuine proof of adultery, contending 
that the defense had established conclusively 
and beyond the shadow of a doubt that Dr. 
Lefevre did commit adultery with defend­ 
ant’s wife. 
He then took up the alleged 
dying declaration in writing, and said, when 
the Court ru'ed that out, the prosecution en­ 
deavored to introduce a verbal declaration. 
On this point the testimony of witnesses was 
fully reviewed. The fact was brought out 
that of the eight witnesses who were with Le- 
fevre in his dying hours, Dr. Roach was the 
only one who heard Dr. Lefevre say that 
he was shot without cause. 
Mr. McAllister then proceeded to the sub­ 
ject of meutal responsibility, touching all the 
phases of insanity, impulsive, morbid, moral, 
morose, melancholy, emotional, paroxysmal, 
hereditary, transitory, homicidal and suicidal. 
“ I claim,” said counsel, “ that this is a case 
of mental insanity. I never claimed it was 
moral insanity.” He theu took up the hypo­ 
thetical question propounded by the prosecu­ 
tion to tbeir own witne.e, and said answers 
favorable to the other side were received, be­ 
cause all the facta of this case were not em­ 
braced in the question. There is no testimony 
that Schroder was at times convivial and joy­ 
ous, although the hypothetical question sup­ 
poses such a case. 
Counsel then proceeded to describe the 
struggle of defendant to bury this secret in 
his heart. The defendant’s conduct on the 
excursion to the mountains was dwelt upon. 
His depressions of mind and melancholy 
were depicted in an eloquent manner. About 
the draw-poker games, counsel said there was 
no evidence whatever that the defendant 
olayed any game of cards after June 11th. 
Concerning the testimony of police officers, 
Mr. McAllister Baid there was always 3 ten­ 
dency on the part of policemen to convict. 
Many eminent Judges refuse to convict a 
man on the unsupported testimony of detect­ 
ives and police officers. The defendant’s 
visit to Lefevre's house on the 2t!th of July 
was next taken up. Counsel contended that 
some conversation passed between the de 
feudant ami Lefevre at that time. Unqu-.s 
tionably the defendant went there to tell 
Lefevre that he must leave town, but an ir- 
resistable impulse changed his mind. The 
sight of Lefevre was the spark that fired his 
magazine. The sight of the man who had 
debauched his wife, destroyed his home and 
dishonored his family overthrew his reason. 
Mr. McAllister concluded the closing ad­ 
dress for the defense with a brilliant perora­ 
tion, and the Court adjourned until 12:30 
P. M. 
District Attorney Gibson, in closing for 
the prosecution, opeDed his speech at 1:01 
p. if. He told the jury that he appeared be­ 
fore the jury to discharge hia sworn duty in 
the interests of the people and the interests 
of this defeudnnt also. He said he had never 
witnessed a defense so flimsy in its testimony 
as this. On the other hand, the State has 
loade out a perfect case. It was absolutely 
no defense. It was UBsiipp rted by evidence. 
One issue is : “ Was the defendant jus­ 
tified in committing the offense?” 'lhe 
other 
is : 
“ Was 
the 
defendant 
in 
a responsible 
mental 
condition ?” 
The 
defense 
of 
justification 
in 
this 
case 
rests wholly in the assumption that Lo- 
tevre we.s a uilty of adultery wall defendant’s 
wi'e. Is there evidence on this point ? 
Tne 
testimony relating to adultery was only ad­ 
mitted to prove the condition of defendant’s 
mind, and for no other purpose. It cannot, 
.under the ruling of the Court, be considered 
as proof of aduitery, or evidence of justifica­ 
tion. There is only one issue left for you to 
consider ; it is this : “ Was the defendant, 
when he shot Dr. Lefevre, in a mental condi­ 
tion of irresponsibility ?" If you find that he 
was, he is entitled to acquittal; but that fact 
must be established by a preponderance of 
testimony. The defendant is either guilty of 
murder in the first degree or he is not guilty 
of any crime. Gentlemen, in your mercy yon 
might say as far as we are personally con­ 
cerned we will let this defendant go, but this 
is not a personal matter. In this you owe a 
duty to the State, a duty to the law and a 
duty to society—a sworn and solemn duty. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Gibson’s argu­ 
ment for the defense, and Court asked the 
jury whether they wished to receive their 
instructions and retire for the consideration 
oftbe case, or take half an hour tor supper, 
and then consider the case. Mr. McAllister 
suggested three quarters of an hour, and the 
Court then took a recess for that time. 
On reassembling, and after the jury waB 
polled, the Judge delivered his charge. The 
charge was very long, and touched upon the 
main points in the case, embodying the set­ 
tled instructions proposed by both the prose­ 
cution and defense. During the course of his 
charge the Judge said: "The defendant is 
not to be acquitted through sympathy, or 
convicted becau-e public opinion seeks an 
example. In tne jury box that sympathy 
and that prejudice m u3t be wholly discarded 
in consideration of the evidence, and you 
should 
c nsider 
only the main points 
involved in the case. 
Tbe presumption 
must 
occupy 
your 
minds, 
that 
if 
there is a reasonable doubt it must be given to 


the defendant. Counsel for the defense ad­ 
mits that Edward F. Schroder did kill Dr. 
Lefevre, but that circumstances render the 
killing excusable. As td ’he position of in­ 
sanity, the defense assume a position of af­ 
firmative, and in the event of a reasonable 
doubt 
you 
must 
give 
the benefit of 
it to the defendant. Evidence has heen 
given you tending to show that adultery was 
committed, and I charge you that if suf­ 
ficient time had elapsed for the cooling of t.he 
pas-ion of the defendant, he is guilty. You 
must deal with the question whether pas­ 
sion rendered the defendant irresponsible. 
Failing to find the defendant guilty of mur­ 
der in the tiist degree yon should acquit him.” 
In the latter portion of the charge the Judge 
said that the attorneys hail consented that 
such should be the issue in the case—in other 
words, whether he was guilty of murder in 
the first degree or not. 
At the conclusion of the charge the jury 
retired to consult. The defendant gave one 
sigh, lowered his head, covering his face with 
his hands, and shortly after was engaged in 
conversation with Dr. Stebbins. The Court­ 
room was crowded with visitors from this 
city and Oakland, and speculations as to the 
verdict ran rife. At 11 P. M. the jury was 
still out, with no prospect of coming to a 
verdict.

T h e I d a h o M in in g Null. 
N evada City, December 10th.—The trial 
of the suit for $50,000 damages, brought by 
William Lowdtn against the Idaho Mi- ing 
Company, closed Weduesday tv, nine. The 
case was submitted to the jury Thursday 
morning at 9 o’clock, and after being out 
twenty-four hours, the Court was infi rmed 
that it was impossible to obtain a verdict, 
and there was no probability of one being 
decided upon under any circumstances. The 
jury was, therefore, discharged. From first 
to last they stood seven for the plaintiff and 
five for the defendant. The case will be tried 
over again next month. 
Judge Caldwell did not fine G. W. Tyler 
and C. W. Gross for contempt of Court dur­ 
ing Monday’s proceedings, in which Tyler 
called Cross a liar, as both parties made an 
apology to the Court. 


T h e L e tte r R illin g Case. 
Los Angeles, December 10th.—The ex­ 
amination of J. W. McFatridge on a charge 
of rifling valuable letters at the San Diego 
Postoffice commenced before United States 
Commissioner Whiting this morr.iug. The 
Deputy Postmaster testified to defendant’s 
employment in the office. 
S. P. J.mes, 
whose certificate of deposit was abstracted, 
testified that he expected such a certificate, 
but had not received it, and officers of the 
bauk testified that the draft had h- en pre­ 
sented by Hidales and paid. 
Hidales was 
then put on the stand and gave a circum­ 
stantial account , f his acquaintance with the 
accused, during ’he course of which the latter 
informed ,liim (Hidales) that he had a 
scheme from 
which both 
could 
make 
money. 
On election night, between 12 
and 1 
o'clock, McFatridge 
took 
him 
near 
the 
Postcffice, 
where 
he 
told 
him to await his return. When he came 
back he handed Hidales some papers, and 
told him to take them to Gnaymas and other 
parts in Mexico, get them cashed and return 
one-half of the proceeds per express to him 
at San Diego. 
Hidales took the papers to 
his room mil found them to be checks aggre­ 
gating 81'.!,000; five for $3,000 and one for 
81,000. On the 4th of November he handed 
him (.Tones) a certificate for $2,100, which 
Hidales had cashed in this city and whirh 
led to bis arrest. The six drafts first spoken 
of had been so concealed about his person 
that when he was searched by the Sheriff they 
were not discovered, and after he had been 
locked up he burned them.

The case bas been presented to Governor 
Thayer, who has taken the matter under ad­ 
visement. The killing of Hamilton was 
generally regarded as unprovoked, and Col­ 
lins only escaped the gallows on technical 
grounds.

A dispatch from Astoria this evening states 
that the Elder went down this morning early 
to Baker’s Bay, but was unable to cross out, 
owing to the roughness of the bar. Nothing 
has been heard from the State of California, 
ar.d she is doubtless storm-bound off the bar. 
Much wheat is pressing upon the market, 
but shippers decline bidding. A cargo could 
not be placed at more than $1 40 per cental. 
The stagnation is due to the lack of tonnage 
for the shipment of gram to Europe. The 
amount of grain in Willamette and Walla 
Walla valleys yet to be shipped is about 
250.000 tons. 
Lord and Baker, two yonng hoodlums who 
made an unsuccessful attempt to wreck a 
train on the Northern Pacific Railroad a few 
weeks since, were convicted at Kalaina yes­ 
terday, and senteuceu by Judge Hoyt to-day. 
Lord was sentenced to the Territorial Peni­ 
tentiary for a period of two years and Baker 
for two years and a half. 
The weather here is very warm and rainy. 
Reports from np the Columbia this evening 
are very favorable. Tbe weather at various 
points is much milder and the ice moving.

L. H. Sharp, for the Mexican Consul, 
presented the following paper, which was 
filed : 
The undersigned, the Consul rf the United 
States of Mexico in the city of San Fran­ 
cisco, l egs leave of the Hen roble Court to 
say that, as the undersigned is informed and 
believes that this Honorable Court did on the 
S;h day of December, 18S0, make anti enter­ 
tain an order directed to the Sheriff of the 
city and county of Sen Franci-co, requiring 
and commanding him, the t-uid Sheriff, to 
take the p< rson of * Hodnaiiro Cota wherever 
found, and bring him, the said Cota, before 
this Honorable Court to be dealt with accord­ 
ing to law, and at the same time and place 
this Honorable Court made and entered an 
order that a warrant i-*ue t ■ ti<? sai I Sheriff 
of tbe said city and county of fcj-u Francisco, 
requiring him, the said Sheriff, to arrest 
A. Cerisola, the commander of the gun­ 
boat Demócrata, an armed vessel of war 
of the Government of Mexico, : nd -ailing 
under the flag of that nation, then lying 
in the barb r of San Francisco, and bring 
him, the said Oeri-o.’a, before the Honorable 
C urt, there to abide the further orders of 
the Court; that said warrants «ere issued as 
directed by said orders, and were placed in 
the hands of said Sheriff of the city and 
county of San Francisco for service ; that on 
said 8th d.y of December, 18S0, said Sheriff 
proceeded to the gunboat Demócrata, and 
was by the Officer of :he Guard, then on deck 
of the said Demócrata, allowed to come on 
board of said Demócrata, and that said 
Sheriff did then and there demand that said 
Clodomiro Gota, who was at that time con­ 
fined on boardsaid Democrat», be surrendered 
to him in pursuance of said warrant; and that 
said Sheriff did then and there direct and com­ 
mand said Oerisela to consider himself under 
arrest, and by virtue of said warrant so 
issued as aforesaid ; that Jose Ortiz Monas­ 
terio, the commander of the ships of the 
United States of Mexico in the waters of the 
Pacific, in whose custody said Cota then was, 
and the undersigned, being apprehensive that 
force and violence would be re.-o: ted to by the 
Sheriff for the purpose of executing Baid war­ 
rants, and being fully convinced that said Sher­ 
iff was fully determined toexecutesaid warrant 
at whatever risk and at all hazards, and to 
use force and violence, for the purpose of pre­ 
venting any collision or serious complications 
between the civil authorities of the State of 
California and the Government of the United 
States of Mexico, determined to deliver said 
Cota to the civil authorities of the city and 
county of San Francisco, in oider that he 
might be delivered into the custody of this 
Court, and with this object in view, said Jose 
Ortiz Monasterio delivered said Cota into the 
custody of the undersigned, who was and is 
empowered to hold him in his custody under 
the warrant of the Governor of the State of 
California, a copy of which was annexed to 
the recuTn of the undersigned to the writ of 
habeas corpus in this cas?. Said Cota was 
then by the undersigned delivered into the 
custody of the police authorities of the city 
and county of San Francisco, in order that he 
might be delivered into the custody of this 
Court for the reasons aforesaid. That the 
undersigned is ready and willing at all proper 
times aud places to signify and testify his 
respect to the Court and its processes, still he 
is not unmindful of the dignity of the Govern­ 
ment of the United States of Mexico which 
he has the honor to represent in San Fran­ 
cisco, and the respect due to said Govern­ 
ment. And therefore in the name of the 
Government of the United States of Mexico, 
he most respectfully protests against the or­ 
ders of this Court made and issued as afore­ 
said and agniust the action of said Sheriff in 
pursuance of end in obedience thereto, as be­ 
ing beyond and without the , w.-r and jmie- 
dictiou of this Court and an intrusion by said 
Sheriff without sanction of law or right, and 
contrary to the laws of nations, upon the 
deck of said ship of war Demócrata, for the 
purpose of executing said warrants as afore­ 
said, aud an invasion of the sacredoess of the 
deck of a ship of war of the Gov-mment of 
the United States of Mexico, and an insult 
to the flag of that nation. 
JoAp. G. Con 1 ie. Consul of Mexico. 
\Y. E. Lovett, Assistant United States 
District Attorney, intervened and asked a 
continuance till Xpesday, and presented a 
telegram from the Attorney-Gem ral of the 
United States, directing an appearance on 
behalf of the United States and the use of 
efforts to prevent collision of California and 
Mexican authorities. The continuance was 
asked because United Stat's District Attor­ 
ney Teare is engaged in the Mussel Slough 
cases. 
Counsel for Cota objected. Cota was held 
without shadow of authority, and the treaty 
set up is unconstitutional. Legislation is re­ 
quired before a treaty can be made operative. 
From the time of Jonathan Rollins to the 
present day no extradition treaty has ever 
been put in force without the action of Con­ 
gress prescribing how and iu what manner it 
should be done. 
The Court said that as yet it had not en­ 
tered into the inquiry proper as to the cause 
of Cota’s detention. It would, therefore, 
grant the request of the United Slates Dis­ 
trict Attorney for delay. 
After some discussion as to the continu­ 
ance, further hearing was postponed to 11 
o’clock next Tuesday morning, when a further 
continuance wiJ be granted if the United 
Stales Attorney is not ready to proceed.

Steamboat Springs, in Nevada, are closed 
for the season, with the exception of the 
baths, which will be kept open.

Stone-Fruit Orchards. 
In the early days of California, be:ore the 
debris from the mines had raised the beds of 
th e principal livers, the lands immediately 
on the river banks were considered the best 
orchard lands in the State. 
Thu3 the Briggs 
orchard, near M arysville on the Yuba, the 
Sm ith orchard, near Sacramento on the 
American, were among the finest and most 
prolifio orchards, not only in the State, but 
in the United S'ntes. 
L ater the Heed or­ 
chard, opposite Sacramento on the Sac­ 
ram ento river, and the M ott orchard, on the 
same river in Sutter county, were examples 
of the great value of the river bottom-lands 
for orchard purposes. 
And going slill lower 
down the Sacramento aud on both sides of 
the river, there were found some of the finest 
■orchards and in ‘ it prosperous and profitable 
fruit farms in the world. 
Indeed, beginning 
ten miles below Sacramento city ten years 
ago, there was oil 
the Sacram eato side 
o f this river an almost continnous orchard 
for twenty-five miles 
in extent further 
down. 
In all the e orchards th9 peach, the 
Apricot, the nectarine, the plum and the 
cherry trees grew vigorously, were healthy, 
and produced maguihcent fruit, and in great 
abundance. 
Tne markets of Sacramento and 
San Francisco were then supplied w ith all 
these stone fruits principally from this sec­ 
tion, and from these river orchards. A t th at 
tim e the stone fruit trees were planted on 
all these river bottoms with confident expec­ 
tations by the owners th a t they m ight con­ 
tinue to gather fruit from them of the same 
rare qna'ity and in the same great abundance 
for generations, and perhaps for an unlimited 
period in the future. 
These river bottom 
landB were then considered of great value, 
and were actually sold a t from §100 to $200 
per acre, and frnit culture was the main con­ 
sideration th at gave them this great value. 
For the last ten years the mining debris has 
been gradually filling up the river bed, and 
the w ater level in the river and the adjoin­ 
ing 
lands 
has 
been 
gradu-.lly 
rising 
and 
approaching nearer and nearer to 
the surface. 
As it has reached the roots of 
peach and other stone-fruit trees, these trees 
have each year shown unmistakable marks 
of its deleterious i ffects upon tbem and their 
annual cropi of fruit. 
Yellow leaf, curled 
leaf, and an annually increasing number of 
dead limbs, have bera the indications of ap­ 
proaching dis-ase and decay of the trees, 
while the fruit has steadily decreased in 
•quantity and riz;, and has gradually lost its 
high flavor and other form rr distinguishing 
good qualities. 
During the past summer 
large numbers of trees th at started good 
crops of fruit, and some of which mere or 
less perfectly m atured th tir crops, have eir.ee 
died. 
Y ear by y e ir orchardists have heen 
convinced of the futility of trying to keep up 
their orchards, and have reluctantly aban­ 
doned their former favorite and profitable 
business; and a t this tim e stone-fruit tree- 
planting in all the section th at ten years 
since was the best in 
the 
State for 
this class of fruit has be u .ltuost entirely 
abandoned. 
The fact th -t good peaches, 
good nectarines a id good apricots have almost 
entirely disappea ed from our m arkets during 
the season for 
u h fruit, and that the poor 
-specimens that are to be found command such 
high prices th at people cannot afford to buy 
them , shows th it wi h the livciy of the busi­ 
ness in the s- cti. ns named it has not been rc- 
mewed to any i xter.t in any other. 
F .im 
this fact we are inclined to the belief that a 
false impression is obtaining in regard to tl e 
adaptability < f our State to the producticn 
of this class of fruit. 
W e fear th at orchard­ 
ists have not sufficiently studied the causes cf 
th e deterioration of the peach and the other 
fruits named. 
And right here we would 
point out the m et that while a local cause has 
fallen where it wad capable of doing a 
great local damage, it cannot reach any other 
locality and should not be allowed to operate 
against the planting of stone-fruit orchards 
anyw here in the State. 
Some of the great­ 
est successes in peach culture th at have been 
known in the State have been achieved in the 
foothills of the Sierras, 
l ’he largest and best 
peaches ever raised in the State were pro­ 
duced in the foothills, at d with very litóle 
care as to varieties or cultivation. 
Our cli­ 
m ate is certainly among the best in the world 
for stone-fruit culture, and there are to be 
found soils in great abundance just as fa \or­ 
al.'le as those on the river banks. 
A light, 
sandy, warm loam, in a locality th at can be 
well drained, is all that is required for such a 
fru it orchard. 
Then good trees cf good vari­ 
eties, well planted and cultivated and care­ 
fully pruned, will bring successful crops and 
large profits. In our opinion there is no other 
enterprise in the State at the present that 
bolds out better inducements than the plant­ 
ing in central and northern California of 
orchards of the stone fruits, with the view of 
producing fruit for sale, either in fresh, pre­ 
served or dried form.

The Zinfandel is probably to-day the most 
generally popular wine grape in the State. 
I t is a thrifty grower and a good, strong 
bearer. 
I t makes a good light wine, either 
red or white, and is sought for and med ex­ 
tensively in making the 
best California 
champagne. 
The Berger is also quite a pop­ 
ular wine-grape. 
L. J . Rose, of Los A n­ 
geles, one of the most extensive wine-makers 
of the State, speaks of this grape as follows : 
“ Bunches locg„ large-shouldered and very 
compact, skin thin, greenish yellow, with 
some bloom ; quite acid, and the poorest ta- 
ble-grape yet tried by me of all the foreign 
grapes. 
I t is a vigorous grower, ar.d the 
leaves are large, w ith a white cotton down 
on the under side. 
I believe it to be the 
heaviest bearer of all the grapes, and I think 
it doubles the production of the MLsion. 
It 
is, however, a m atter of doubt with me 
whether it would do in low localities, for the 
buuches being so compact, in wet places it 
would be almost sure to rot aud mildew, 
It 
makes, to my mind, the most pleasant light 
table-wine 
of 
any grape in 
California, 
being 
more 
of 
the 
character of Ger­ 
man 
Sauterne 
than 
any 
other 
wine. 
This wine is used one-third and two-thirds 
Zinfandel to make the best of Ilarasztby’s 
champagne. 
I believe it especially adapted 
for this county (Las Angeles) for our table 
lands. 
I t was introduced to Anaheim from 
Germany, and “ B erger” is the German name. 
I am inclined to the belief that it is the same 
grape as th at known in France as Fcle 
Blanche, for it is identical with the descrip­ 
tion of th at grape there. 
The Foie Blanche 
is U3ed in France almost entirely as a brandy 
grape, making the celebrated c gn -.ca. 
I t 
has too much acidity there, and makes, as a 
consequence, inferior wine. 
Whereas, with 
our perpetual sunshine the grape attains a 
fu’Ier m aturity, and makes a wine that, for 
a light wine for daily drinking, has no equal 
to my taste. 
This shows th at we can only 
find by experimenting what grape is best for 
our locality, for what may be worthless iu a 
wet, cold locality, in our dry and warm 
climate will give entirely different results.” 


EXPOSURE OK A VINEYARD. 
In damp and cold countries a southern ex­ 
posure is considered by far the best for a vine­ 
yard, because iu such a climate the vine 
needs all the warm th nature can afford it 
under the most favorable conditions. 
In 
most localities in California, however, a 
northern exposure presents the best condi­ 
tion. 
Something, however, m ust be thought 
of in connection with the habits of the grape 
to be planted. 
A vigorous, rapid vine will 
stand a southern exposure, while a tim id or 
slow-grower would do noíhÍDg under the same 
circumstances, but would do well under the 
north side of the hill. 
Our valley lands are 
mostly level, and experience has shown th at 
with good soil the question of exposure has 
but little significance or bearing. 
To those 
who, in the wheat-growing districts of the 
State, desire to plant vineyards, it is safe to 
select any good wheat land, while almost any 
of the lands in the foothills, with good culti­ 
vation, will give good results. 


HOW TO PLANT. 


Some vice-growers have advocated plant­ 
ing rooted vines, hut the m ajority, wc think, 
have F u n d th at cuttings planted where the 
vine is to stand is the b etttr and cheaper 
plan to make a vineyard. The soil should be 
well aud thoroughly cultivated and harrowed 
down, then la il off with the plow both ways 
from six to eight feet apart, according to the 
character of the soil—on good, strong soil 
eight feet is near enough for the vines. 
W here the furrows cross plant the cutting. 
The cheapest, quickest and best way to do 
this is to make the hole with a crowbar from 
twelve to fifteen inches deep. P u t the cutting 
in, reaching the bottom of the hole and pro­ 
jecting above the surface one bud, or say two 
inches. 
Holding the cutting iu an upright 
po.ition, work the soil closely and compactly 
about it with tho crowbar, by striking it into 
the soil in several places near the original 
hole and pressing the soil towards the cutting. 
Having planted the cuttings in this way, 
level the ground with a harrow, being careful 
not to touch the vir es, and the work is done.

SOMETHING ABOUT TITLES IN EUROPE 
AND THEIR 
ORIGIN. 


The Descendant of Blue Beard and His 
R egal H abits and Surroundings— 
Expelling a Deputy. 


The Kinds of Grapes to Plant, and W here 
and How to P lant them . 
In consequence of the favorable turn iu 
the commercial value of C&lift r> ia wine and 
the cons qu-nt rise iu the price paid for 
grapes, there is a prospect th at a larger num­ 
ber of acres will he planted this year in vines 
than ever bef> r. were planted in a sing'e 
season in the S ite. 
Grapes for wine have 
become the most profitable crop in the State, 
and the prospects now are favorable for their 
.continuing se for an indefinite time in tho 
future. 
This situation of things causes a 
great many inquiries as to the be»t varieties 
of grapes for wine, as to the best locality and 
soil to plant them iu and as to the beet mode 
of planting the vine. 
Iu an early day the 
men who planted out vineyards in California 
seemed to thiuk they were doing a very 
praiseworthy, if not a very wise thing finan­ 
cially, hy planting a great num ber of varie­ 
ties. 
Hence our earliest cultivators of the 
vine and our earliest exhibitors of grapes at 
our fairs frequently cultivated from 100 to 
1-Ó0 varieties. 
W hile this practice did not 
prove profitable to those who adopted it, it 
proved a valuable lesson or guide for those 
who to-day are proposing to p rin t vineyards. 
I t led to a knowledge of the characteristics 
and practical value of all, and helped in the 
selection of the really valuable kiuds. 
Those 
who plant vines now have no reason to resort 
to expensive aud time-wasting experiments. 
The best table, the heat raisin and the best 
wine grapes have already to a great extent 
been ascertained, and her.ee the business of 
entering upon grai e culture, for either branch 
of the business, is no longer an experiment. 
I t is now pretty well settled th at the best 
grape for raisins in California is the W hite 
M uscat of A lexandria; the best for table 
use the Black Hamburg, the Alexandria and 
the flame-colored Tokay. 
For wine purposes 
the list is longer, aud is varied more by lo­ 
cality and other circumstances. 
The Mission 
was the first grape of the State, and is prob­ 
ably produced now in greater quantities thsn 
any other variety. 
I t is a good bearer, ar.d 
mixed w ith some other varieties, to give it 
aroma, or to counteract or neutralize its own 
peculiar ground taste, is a very good wine 
grape. 
Tho-e who have Mission vines will 


W hen to P lant F ru it Trees. 
The question as to when to plant fruit trees 
is one of great importance, not only to tho-e 
who desire to plant commercial orchards, or 
orchards for the purpose of growing fruit for 
the markets, but to every one who proposes 
to plant a few trees in his farm or on a town 
lot for family use. 
The common custom in ! 
countries whote freezing aud snowy weather 1 
prevails in winter is to plant in the spring 
after the ground has been settled aud the 
growing weather is returning. 
Since most 
of our people came from a cold climate they 
brought this custom with them, aud have ad­ 
hered to it too long in this country. 
Ex- ¡ 
perience, however, in this State has convinced 
ail practical and observant cnlturist s th at the 
fall or early wiuter is the better time to plant 
fruit or any other tress h> re. 
If planted in 
the fall or before the rainy season is far ad­ 
vanced the soil settles about the routs and 
becomes fixed, and the spring or growing 
weather finds the tree iu nearly the tame 
condition 
th at 
it 
would 
have 
been 
had it remained unmoved from the place 
where it grew. 
The roots th at have been in­ 
jured by in iving or setting, or that have bien 
cut back, heal 
up duriug 
the winter, 
aud ne longer require any special nurs­ 
ing by nature, and all the energies aud 
vigor of the tree are 
at liberty to be 
exerted in the direction of natural growth 
when the warm weather con es. 
In late 
planted trees the sap moves up slowly and 
feebly, and hence it is th at late planted trees 
are more frequently attacked by borers, and 
have their stems scalded by the sun, than 
those th at are planted early in the season. As 
.a rule, the beat time to plant trees in the val­ 
leys of this State is ju st as soon as the soil is 
sufficiently dampened by rain to dig them 
handily. 
If we were going to plant an or­ 
chard or a few trees this winter, we should do 
it.now just as soon as we could get the holes 
dug and obtain the tiees for planting. 
A 
tree planted late in the spring, and not hav­ 
ing obtained a good bold of the ground hy 
the settling processes of the winter’s rain, is 
most sura to be injured, if not ruined, when 
after it has taken on its new leaves, the north 
winds of th at season strike aud beat it abou\ 
For this reason we would say, plant now, the 
sooner the better. 


T h e P e a n u t C r o p . — Lovers of peanuts 
—and the devotees of this delicacy are 
more num erous th an the open avowals 
show —will be giad to learn th a t 1SS0 has 
bc-n another great peanut year, like its 
predecessor. 
L ast year’s crop waa nearly 
tw o and a q uarter million bushels, w orth 
nearly tw o aud a quarter million dollars. 
I t is not every man who will boldly ac­ 
knowledge th a t he eats a bushel of peanuts 
a year ; y et th e tw o and a q uarter million 
bushels are disposed of somehow. 
W hen 
the price goes high peanuts are im ported, 
thus show ing th a t there is a craving th at 
m ust be m et. 
B ut th e full crop of this 
year aud last year w ill crowd ou t foreign 
com petition for Am erican digestion.

busy treading social barriers under foot. 
B audry 
d ’Asson, 
like 
all grand seig- 
m u rs, refuses. him self nothing, not even 
th e p re tty girls he accidentally m eets in 
his equestrian promenades, bu t not as his 
ancestors, who rode down from th e tow er 
on th e m ountain to carry oft'tom e peasant’s 
sheep or cow by force, and as frequently 
carried off his wife or daughter, 
does 
he win the 
fair 
maids, 
b u t 
through 
gentler means, for which so m uch gratitude 
is felt th a t he has been stam ped a gallant 
homme. 
H e is the direct deseenrtent of 
th e famous “ Blue B eard,” the hero and 
horror of our infantile days, and he pos­ 
sesses himself a handsome, long, tine, black 
beard, which adds m uch tow ards stren g th ­ 
ening the rum or. 
He is w hat m ay be 
called a bon yarcon, is neither vindictive 
nor cruel, is in fact gentle in his m anners, 
bu t he does not differ from other m em bers 
of th a t society which he represents, and 
is dull and unintelligent, w ith no taste for 
anything outside of dogs and hunting, and 
w henever be does appear a t the tribune his 
speeches are not only absurd and illiterate, 
but are spread over great sheets of paper 
in letters so large th a t a six-year-old child 
could read them . 
On last Tuesday, on 
the reopening of the Cham bers, B audry 
d ’Asson incurred the penalty of 


TEMPORARY EXCLUSION 
F or having outraged th e 
G overnm ent. 
This penalty, in consequence, prohibited 
him from reappearing during fifteen see 


6ÍODS, n ot only in the room, b u t w ithin 
the legislative palace.- H eretofore those 
persons who have been th e object of this 
disciplinary m easure— Messrs. Godelle aud 
Paul de Cassagnac—had rigorously observed 
it, and it was 
supposed 
th a t B audry 
d'A sson w ould do likewise. 
The m ost 
severe orders had been given to all tho 
guardians of the different entrances not to 
allow him to pase, and the order had been 
rigorously observed, b u t B audry d'Asson 
made use of subterfuge in order to enter 
th e palace by stealth. 
H e pushed through 
the past and telegraphic office situated on 
the R ue de Bourgogne, and which com m u­ 
nicatee w ith the interior of the Chamber, 
and there, th ru stin g th e employee aside 
who w ished to bar his passage, he reached 
th e C ham ber by meaiB of w indiug halls 
w ithout aay oue being aw are of his in­ 


tention. 
H e had quietly reached his seat, 
and it was some m omenta before hie pres­ 
ence was noted, and it was only w hen Mr. 
G am betta, tbe President, cast his one eye 
in th a t direction th a t his face expressed 
the m ost com plete consternation to those 
D eputies who happened to be lookiug at 
him. 
I t was Mr. G am betta’s privilege to 
close the seance and have B audry d ’Asson 
taken o ut hy force, bu t he relied on his 
good sense not to create

• 
A nd on the good advice of his friends to 
persuade him to reason, b u t like a verita­ 
ble M oham m edan, he swore by his beard 
th a t he would yield only to force. 
The 
P resident then ordered th e tribunes to be 
vacated, pronounced th e seance finished 
and left th e room, followed by nearly all 
the D eputies of the Left, who declined 
to be pre-sent a t a scm dal so disgraceful to 
them all. 
The m em bers of . tn e R ight, 
th at is, a goodly num ber, th e friends of 
B audry d'Asson, im m ediately prepared for 
defense. 
A t th e right of the refractory 
D eputy sat M r. A nctl aud M r. B hu de 
Bourdon, to th e left Messsrs. de la Ito- 
cr.ette and the Baron Dufonr, behind him 
Messrs. 
Frep pel, de la Rochefoucauld, 
Tuors de Penauster, H am ille and de la 
Billaias, 
in 
front of 
him 
Mr. 
Bour­ 
geois 
and 
several 
other 
members. 
F u st, tw o of th e questors, Messrs. De 
M ahy aud M argaine, entered the room ac­ 
companied hy tw o of th e palace guards, 
and going up to B audry d ’Asson summoned 
him to leave ; on his refusal they returned 
to com er w ith the President. 
W hile one 
of th e members of the R ight endeavored to 
ealm the refractory D eputy ami interceded 
for him to thus avoid all violence. A rch­ 
bishop Freppel urged Baudry d ’Asson to 
resistance and himself arranged his differ­ 
en t friends around him so as to p re n n t a 
sort of 
bulw ark to his enemies. 
The 
questors again entered the room and in the 
name of tne President ordered every one 
to leave. 
E very member of the Left w ent 
out, b ut those of the R ight refused to 
move, and Laroche Joubert, iu im itation of 
M irabeau, declared th a t he would yiuld 
only to 


TH E FORCE OK BAYONETS. 
Force was then employed, but not the 
bayonets. 
Then Colonel R iu, 
m ilitary 
com m ander of the palace, dressed iu his 
uniform of grand cerem ony and accom­ 
panied by the A d ju tan t and three guard- 
íaus’of the Chamber, introduced into the 
room a detachm ent of th irty men of the 
F orty-sixth 
Regim ent and a detachm ent 
of fifteen men of the Tw euty-fifth B at­ 
talion of Chasseurs a P a d . 
All the men 
were unarm ed, hu t they represented suf­ 
ficient force to have the regulations ex­ 
ecuted by th e strength of fists. 
They 
formed a semi circle, and then moved in or­ 
der so 
as to gradually reach B audry 
d ’Asson and surround 
his 
friends 
on 
all 
sidea ; 
these 
last 
ppiGeiving 
th a t 
they 
were 
to

attacked 
on 
every side, formed a square battalion, 
iu 
th e 
center 
of

th ey placed 
the D eputy who was to be expelled. 
By 
order 
of 
Colontl 
R iu 
the 
chasseurs 
clim bed 
over 
the 
desks 
so 
as 
to 
glide betw een the Deputies and B audry 
u ’Assen and surround him while separating 
him from th e battalion. 
Then began an 
indescribable and sham eful scene for the 
R oyalist and B ouapartist representatives, 
who, w ithout the slightest reserve, abused 
and struck the soldiers, and even threw 
them down. 
Some of them jum ped on 
Colonel Riu and tore off his shoulder- 
straps, while others struck him on the head 
w ith th eir fists. Trtis brave old soldier w as 
wounded iu A ugust, 1870, a t the battle of 
Torback, wheu he received a sabre cu t on 
his head, arid which wound has rendered 
him ill since his rough usage a t th e hands 
of th e dignified m em bers of the Bight. 
The soldiers received blows rig h t and left, 
and were even throw n down and trod upon 
hy these conservative 


DEFENDERS OK T H E THRONE 
And altar. 
B ut nothing discouraged tbe 
soldiers, w ithout returning the blows or 
answ ering the abuses, succeeded iu dis­ 
persing the belligerent D eputies, in su r­ 
rounding B audry d ’Asson and in carrying 
him to a small room, where, according to 
the regulations, he should remain a prisoner 
three days. 
It required four men to carry 
Baudry d'A sson oqt of the legislative hall, 
ju st as though lie were an inanim ate ob­ 
ject, bu t he offered no resistance, and even 
excused himself to Colonel ltiu by stating 
th at he would never have given him th at 
trouble had it not been th a t his friends 
urged him to resistance. 
The expulsion once effected, th e session 
was 
again 
opened. 
As 
to 
Baudry 
d ’Asson, the room in w hich l:e was con­ 
fined was transform ed into a prison, before 
winch an arm ed functionary was placed, 
while others were stationed along th e hall 
and on th e stairs. 
H is dinner was brought 
to him and he rem ained there all night. 
T i'e next m orning tw o of his friends gave 
th eir word of honor to th e President ot the 
Cham bers th a t if released he would not 
again appear a t the paiace until the expira­ 
tion ot the filteen sessions, and he was 
allowed to depart. 
Still, no one is assured 
bu t th a t the scandalous scene may not be 
repeated, 
for Baudry d ’Asson 
had al­ 
ready given his word of nouor to Colonel 
Km, the m ilitary comm ander of the palace, 
th a t he w ould not venture to enter ; th is 
he said the day before, ju st after he had 
incurred the penalty of expulsion, and 
since he once broke his word, no one has 
any longer confidence in its durability. 
This poor Colontl Riu, before he called in 
his soldiers, w ent up to B audry d ’A s­ 
son, and w ith tears in his eyes begged him 
to leave the room, sayiDg th a t he nad had I 
tw enty years of service and had never w it­ 
nessed such a scene so shameful. 
No better po rtrait can be given of the 
rich and influential nobility in France than 
th e picture they presented a t the legisla­ 
tive cham ber on last Thursday. 
They 
seem to possess more the character of chil­ 
dren th an men, are rebellious and violent, 
and have so little respect for th e laws 
w hich govern them th at, were it not for 
th eir w ealth and the prestige of their 
names, th eir m ental and moral inferiority 
would place them on a level w ith those 
creatu rts who now fill th e prisons.

considera.de. 
I t sounds m uch more like 
Sam uel H opkins than like E dw ards.” 
A m elancholy interest is given to the 
last novel ot Elsa L-nbordt, th e d istin ­ 
guished G erm an authoress, by tb e sta te ­ 
m ent of her sistrr th a t it contains the key 
to her domes ic troubles, which drove her 
to cast herself into th e sea a C ivita Veo- 
chia about three years ago. 
T he title of 
th e novel is “ Zweimal V erm alt” (twice 
m arried). 
Prince Napoleon is preparing to place an 
extra thorn in th e side of the hostile 
B m aparti3ta who Itelieve th e tradition of 
Em pire reposes on th e head of his son, 
Prince V ictor. 
H e intends to publish a 
new spaper, th e title of which some reports 
%ive as L e Naj/o>eon. 
I t will represent his 
policy, and ought to be well edited, for 
friends and foes alike give the Prince full 
credit for brains and the taleu ts of a prac­ 
tical publicist. 
The title of G ustave F laubert's novel 
w hich will be published posthum ously iu 
January, is “ Bouvard e t Pecuch^t.” 
The 
painstaking author is said to have given 
ten years of thought to his 
“ M adamo 
B ovary.” 
T his last work, which is philo­ 
sophical in tone, was as many je a rs on his 
w riting-table, aud death alone stayed the 
hand of revision. 
T he Paris publisher 
who obtained the m anuscript from F lau­ 
b ert’s niece and literary executor had to 
agree to publish a com plete edition of the 
author’s works w ithin tw o years. 
Gent ral Jam es A. Brisbin, who wielded 
a felicitous pen in his reminiscences of 
stu rd y Ben W ade, has chosen an economic 
subject for a new kook. 
I t is called “ The 
Beef Bonanza ; or, How to G et Rich on the 
P lains.” 
H» is a believer in th e “ A m eri­ 
can D esert," th at, in th e geographies of 
tw enty years ago, occupied th e region be­ 
tw een the M issouri river and th e Rocky 
m ountains. 
Some pains hav>- since been 
taken to prove it a m yth. 
B ut General 
Brisbin claims th a t th is region can never 
lie nsed for any b etter purpose than the 
raising of vast herds of cattle, which cer­ 
tainly makes it o a t a desert of m uch value 
and fertility. 


Recipes for Cooking Venison. 
Escallops de Vecah on. —Take a piece of 
lean venison which is not stringy, either 
trom the neck, loin or shoulder ; place it 
in a deep dish, w ith carrot, turnip, onion 
(one of each), a few cloves and pepper­ 
corns ; pour a little vinegar and s dad oil ; 
put some parsley and thym e and salt ; put 
t. is m arinade all o v ir th e venison, and 
leave it for three days, turning the venison 
each day, placing the vegetables alw ays on 
top. 
'I fie th ird day cu t tho venison in 
niija pieces about three quarters of an inch 
thick ; lard them nicely ; cun u p a fri-bli 
carrot, turnip and onion, sprig of thy me 
and sw eet bay-ltaves. 
Place them id a 
pan ; p ut your e-caliops on the top ; let 
the vegetables fry a little ; then put a lit­ 
tle common stock to them , and braise 
them u u til tender, which 
u ih perhaps 
' take 
tw o hours and 
a 
half. 
W nen 
done, 
take 
them 
out, 
gi.ise 
them , 
and salam ander them to crisp tne bacon. 
¡Strain oil the stock they have been cooked 
iu ; skim the tat oil, anil reduce tn e stock 
by boiling it quickly on th e stove. 
H ave 
ready a little well-finished brown sauce ia 
a stew pan, which Las hail a '."ib tMpoonful 
of red cu rran t jelly mixed w ith it, and a 
glass of port wine. 
P u t the reduced stock 
in the sauce, mix all well together, and 
lei it boil up. 
Dtsh up th e esca'lops, pour 
the boiiiag sauce over them , fill the m uidle 
w ith French beans, and eerve. 
B reast of Vims-m 
Braised —Take a 
breast of venison ; bone it from the side 
th e neck has been cutoff, leaving the bunts 
froni the front of the breast four inches 
lo n g ; tak e th e skin of th e breast, taking 
care not to cu t any of th e fat off. 
C at in 
slices carrot, turnip, onion, c- lery, two 
sw eet bay-lesves and thym e, oue dozen 
cloves and about a tablespoonful oi corn 
peppers ; pu t ail in a braiein^- -an. 
Fry 
toe vegetables a nice brown ; lay the veni­ 
son on tho vegetables w ith some common 
stock, not quite so m uch as wiil cover the 
venison; sprinkle some salt over it anil

take tho venison out, and strain

W hen th e rice is thoroughly clone, 
or rath er overdone, spread it nut evenly to 
th e thickness of about tw o inches on a slab 
or dish. 
W hen quito cold, out cu t w ith a 
tw o-inch p atty cu tte r is many “ ro u n d s” 
as th e la y tr of rice wi 1 adm it. 
1! a t tip 
an egg, roll each “ round ” or “ crousladc” 
in it, anil then cover it well with bread 
crum bs, repeating the operation if noces- 
vary. 
M ake au impression with a sm aller 
p 3tty c u tte r on the top of each c oustade, 
dispose them carefully in th e frying basket 
and plunge it into veiy hot lard 
W ntu 
th e croustades have taken a good color, 
drain them , an-1 lifting tiie c- ver (formed 
by the im pression of the m nslltr cutter), 
scoop o u t the rico from the in -Je of each 
croustade w ith a teaspoon.

11 any work of art have these ele­ 
ments it is sure to be good, and if unsuc­ 
cessful its fault lies in its critics. 
Edwin Booth has been well received at 
the Princess Theater, London. 
His father 
was a dangerous rival to Edmund Kean in 
the zenith of his metropolitan glory, and 
is not yet entirely forgotten by the London 
playgoers. 
W hen Jenny Lind visited America the 
famous caricaturist Cham amused himself 
by representing 
an American walking 
about with his hand iu a glass case. 
“ I 
do not use it any longer,” since Jenny Lind 
has shook it. 
We suppose the eight hun­ 
dred odd who had the pleasure of shaking 
the hand of the great French actress a 
week ago will take the hint. 
It is noticed th at Mary Anderson wears 
blonde hair when playing the character of 
an Italian girl, and the critics contend 
th at it is not proper. 
We never have seen 
a blonde Italian of any kind that we can 
remember of, but there is nothing like 
originality. 
It is sure to win, while those 
who follow in the beaten pathB, and are 
afraid to brave popular opinion, generally 
fail. 
We should think a red-headed Ita l­ 
ian girl would draw a full house. 
In reference to dramatic training. Mrs. 
Scott-Siddons says : 
“ I was married at 
sixteen to a naval officer, and soon after 
that I appeared on the stage for the first 
time. I never took a lesson ; never had any 
dramatic training. 
I played Portia in the 
‘ M erchant of Venice ’ the first time I was 
ever on the stage, and th at w ith ODly a 
week’s notice and but one rehearsal. 
I 
never had the least instruction about ges­ 
tures ; was never told what to do ; nobody 
said a word to me about the stage busi­ 
ness. 
I made a success at first, and from 
that time to this have not lacked engage­ 
ments. 
I say this to show you that dra­ 
matic training is not necessary to make 
successful actresses. I have tried always to 
be myself, and to he entirely natural.” 
Irving is busily engaged in mounting 
Tennyson’s new play 
at 
the London 
Lyceum. 
The scene of the laureate’s 
latest drama is laid in Asia Minor, and the 
main incidents turn upon the love of a 
priestess for a Kirg, her betrayal by him, 
and his subsequent poisoning by the priests 
oi the temple. 
Mr. Irving himself will, of 
course, take the part of the King, -aud Miss 
Ellen Terry that of the Priestess. 
The 
last scene, the action of which takes place 
in a temple, is a very powerful one, and all 
the appliances of the modern stage will be 
brought to bear upon it. 
Very large sums 
are being expended on the scenery anil 
decorations. 
The pagan rites will he re­ 
produced in all their splendor and im­ 
pressiveness, and the monarch will die in 
regal magnificence at the altar of the tem ­ 
ple itself. 
The London World thus hints at a cur­ 
rent romance of real life : Is it absolutely 
necessary to engage two policemen a per- 
petuite when a handsome singer makes a 
tour, in order to protect her and her off­ 
spring from a repenting aud admiring hus­ 
band ?

H itherto California has 
been restrained by a discouraging remem­ 
brance of her distance and relative in­ 
significance from bestowing much attention 
upon rumors of this nature, but if indeed 
there be a possibility of her recognition, 
and 
that of her neighbors, 
she will 
not hesitate 
to express her sense of 
the contemplated honor, and her belief as 
to the man upon whom it should be con­ 
ferred. 
At such a juncture the thoughts 
of all careful observers must inevitably be 
directed to the Hon. Aaron A. Sargent, 
than whom the President elect could cer­ 
tainly eelect no abler or more tru st­ 
w orthy assistant, 
and 
whose 
choice 
for a Cabinet 
position would 
he ac­ 
cepted 
as eminently 
satisfactory 
by 
the people of this State and coast. 
It 
would be a work of supererogation to re­ 
hearse the praises of Mr. Sargent. 
We 
cannot forget that his admirable qualities 
and qualifications are of necessity under­ 
stood as well in W ashington as here. 
He 
has served California for some ten years in. 
both houses of Congress with an industry, 
fidelity and capacity leaving nothing to be 
desired. 
He 
has 
shown 
a 
compre­ 
hension of the needs of his constituency, 
speaking volumes for his vigilant thought­ 
fulness. 
The splendid business qualities 
which have enabled him to be so useful 
to his smaller constituency will unquestion­ 
ably fit him for equal services in the 
broader field of the Cabinet. A thoroughly 
representative Californian, Mr. Sargent is 
an 
equally 
representative 
American. 
Cultivated, 
full 
of 
statesmanlike 
experience, familiar with governmental 
problems 
from 
the 
lowest 
to the 
highest, a nobly consistent and undaunt­ 
edly courageous chief in the Republican 
party—we know of no man on the coast 
who is so pre-eminently marked out by 
fitness and natural selection for such a po­ 
sition as has been suggested. 
If General 
Garfield invites Mr. Sargent to take a port­ 
folio in his Cabinet, he will a t once give 
the 
country 
assurance 
of 
his 
inten­ 
tion 
to choose 
well, 
and 
he 
will 
secure the services of a gentleman who will 
do mnch to make his administration a suc­ 
cess. 
W e heartily trust, for both General 
Garfield'B and Mr. Sargent’s sake, first, 
th a t the intention of taking a Cabinet 
officer from California may have been truly 
reported, and, second, that our late United 
States Senator may be the man. 


RESPONSIBILITY 
IN 
MENTAL 
DISEASE. 


If society were governed and the law ad­ 
ministered on Btrictly rational and scientific 
principles, the punishment of crime would 
be far less difficult than it is, and it would 
not be necessary so often to call attention 
to the divergence between theory and prac­ 
tice. 
In such a hypothetical state of af­ 
fairs the statutory definition of murder 
would be accepted just as the statutory 
definition of burglary and arson is now 
accepted, and the functions of ihe jury and 
the CoHrt would be confined to ascertain 
ing whether the action of the defendant 
brought him within the scope of the legal 
definition. 
As it is, however, there are in 
practice several laws governing murder 
oases which do not appear upon the statute 
book, and which in fact go counter to all 
statutory enactments ; and it is to these 
“ unw ritten laws,” as they are called, that 
appeals are made in almost every case of hom­ 
icide. Thus a man is justified in committing 
homicide if a female relation ot his has 
been seduced. 
Or he is to be held blame­ 
less ot the ground th at he was irresponsible 
through a temporary access of mania. 
In 
both thesecasesassutnptiouaaremadewhich 
have no warrant in law, though it must he 
adm itted that experience with juries has 
amply justified counsel for the defense in 
having recourse to them. 
Iu assuming the 
irresponsibility of a defendant on the plea 
of temporary or impulsive insanity, counsel 
are aware that they are calling to their aid 
a very potent auxiliary. 
The euormous 
difficulty of 
determining 
questious so 
subtle and intricate as those which are 
raised by the plea of temporary insanity 
must inevitably tend 
to confuse even 
an intelligent jury. 
The certainty of con­ 
tradiction in the testimony of the medical 
witnesses is another element of strength 
fur the defense. 
And if only counsel 
can 
persuade 
the 
jnry 
th at 
in 
the event of 
a doubt 
their 
client 
ought to be 
held 
irresponsible, their 
case is won. 
So boldly and extensively 
has this line of defense been operated that 
the actual law in regard to murder is 
rapidly falling into contempt. 
W hat con­ 
stitutes murder to-day it would be no easy 
m atter to say. Of course the codes contain 
a precise enough definition of the crime, 
but in practice this definition is ignored. 
It is from the jury box, and not from the 
statute, that we must learn the actual state 
of the law, for it is public opinion, sophis­ 
ticated or unsophisticated, th at determines 
what the punishment of crime shall be, or 
whether it shall be punished at all. 
Now 
in regard to murder juries have for some 
time plainly ignored the written law, and 
have yielded assent to the dictum of the 
lawyers that what is most improperly called 
by them 
“ unw ritten 
law ” 
is alone 
of binding force. 
The fact th at this so- 
called unw ritten law ¡3 neither more nor 
less than the rude code of a barbarous 
stage of society, the outcome of a social 
compact compelled by the abuses of ad­ 
ministrative force, ehould cause it to be 
regarded with suspicion. 
In truth it has 
nothing in common with civilization, but 
is a revival of that lex talionis which it is 
the interest of civilized men to eliminate 
as speedily as possible. 
The plea of in­ 
sanity has, however, come to fortify this 
barbarous recourse, and it has proved very 
formidable and very successful. 
It has, 
perhaps, caused more signal defeats of 
justice than any other plea ever employed. 
I t has in not a few case3 brought the law 
into 
contempt. 
I t 
baa 
served 
as 
an excuse for liberating deliberate, sane 
and habitual assassins. 
It has been so 
abused that Society must consider seriously 
the means of abolishing or neutralizing so 
proliSc a source of wrong and evil. 
To 
this end we think the first step ought -to 
be a realization of the true scope aud sig­ 
nificance of the plea. 
It is both difficult 
and dangerous to undertake to draw the 
lines sharply between sanity and insanity, 
to begin with. 
Insanity is disease of the 
mind, and it is as various in its manifesta­ 
tions as disease of the body. Now it would 
be very difficult for the most skillful 
physician to take any human being, and 
after examination, declare positively that 
he had no germ of physical disease about 
him. 
Of course we know th at men are 
commonly pronounced “ sound” for various 
purposes by medical meo, hut we kuow 
also that they often prove subsequently to 
be anything but sound. 


It is the same with the mind as with the 
body, in fact the distinction drawn be­ 
tween them is only confusing. 
Mind is a 
mere manifestation of physical organs, 
and if the physical organs are diseased 
the mental manifestations will be diseased. 
For 
insanity is hereditary in a very 
large proportion of cases, and it may be 
transm itted in various degrees of inten­ 
sity. 
Those who inherit the disposition 
to murder are said to have the insane 
neurosis, and the 
inherited disposition 
may manifest itself either in generally 
eccentric habits, in some special bent of 
mind, or in a tendency toward impulsive 
mania. 
It might be alleged from a purely 
pathological standpoint that all who had 
the insane neurosis were irresponsible. But 
so it might be alleged, and with possibly 
equal force, that all who inherit the crimi­ 
nal instincts and habits, the low brow 
and 
prognathous 
jaw of the 
dwell­ 
ers 
in 
the 
slums of 
great cities, 
are 
irresponsible. 
The dog who 
is 
seized 
with 
hydrophobia, 
and 
who 
bites his master or 
his best friends, 
is 
certainly 
equally 
irresponsible, 
for he is suffering from brain disease. Yet 
we do not hesitate to kill the dog, and we 
should not hesitate to punish the criminal. 
To attem pt to draw the line between 
sanity and insanity in determining respon­ 
sibility for crime is in fact altogether out­ 
side of the province of the law, and this is 
the point to which it is necessary to direct 
the public. 
Perhaps we all of us have a 
touch of insanity. 
Perhaps there is no 
such thing as perfect sanity, just as there 
is no such thing as perfect bodily health. 
Everything is relative, in fact, and on so 
obscure and complicated a subject we 
must be content with partial results. 
It 
is impossible to fix the exact state of any 
man’s mind. 
I t is impossible to say with 
certainty th at any given homicidal im­ 
pulse was not indueed by mental disease. 
It is always possible and very often 
probable th at this is the case, and espe­ 
cially when the motive of the deed 
is not apparent at the first glance, as it is 
in cases where robbery accompanies m ur­ 
der. 
W hen the homicidal attack is com­ 
mitted upon some connection of the mur­ 
derer, as is often the case, insanity may be 
postulated with perfect plausibility. W hen 
there has existed a real or imaginary cause 


of hatred against the victim, the impelling 
cause of the final assault may still be in­ 
sanity. 
Disease of the mind may make 
a man somber and melancholy ; may set 
him brooding, and may finally goad him 
into homicide. 
The tru th is th at insanity 
is much more common than people gen­ 
erally suppose, aDd its gradations are so 
fine th at it is impossible to trace them. It 
is, moreover, a disease which may lurk 
harmless all a life ; or it may merely give 
emphasis to the dominant tendencies of 
character; or it may be latent until mid­ 
dle life, and then manifest itself in some 
sudden outbreak of fully or frenzy. In short, 
it may show itself in a thousand ways. 


But tbough insanity is very common, 
and though it tinges so many actions, and 
though it may be postulated as present in 
a great many murder cases, it does not fol­ 
low that all criminals who have the insane 
neurosis, or are actually more or less mad, 
should be held irresponsible. 
On the con­ 
trary, it is necessary to realize that insauitj 
is quite compatible with complete respon­ 
sibility. 
Even supposing th at the insane 
persons cannot help themselves, Society is 
justified id punishing them if by so doing 
it can prevent others from doing as they 
have done. 
In fact, Society daily pun­ 
ishes those who, by the accident of birth, 
are quite as much destined to crime as the 
hereditary maniac is to insanity. 
Our so- 
called “ dangerous classes ” are born crim­ 
inals, and all their training and tendencies 
are in th at direction. 
They co u ld n o t he 
honest and law-abiding with their sur­ 
roundings, yet Society punishes them, and 
is justified in doing so. 
But it cannot be 
admitted th at the insaue who commit 
crime are in 
most 
cases 
really 
irre­ 
sponsible in the sense of not knowing 
what they are doing. Save in vioTent mania 
aud idiocy the capacity to distinguish 
between right and wrong is always present. 
The man who yields to homicidal mania 
knows that he is doing wrong ; knows that 
he is committing a crime ; actually strug­ 
gles against the impulse ; and finally sur­ 
renders to it very much as any of us sur­ 
render to more 
harmless 
temptations. 
Now for the purpose of the law this ability 
to distinguish between right and wrong is 
all that is necessary to justify punishment. 
The law cannot enter into pathological an­ 
alyses. 
It cannot undertake to discrimi­ 
nate between nice shades of mental dis­ 
ease. 
I t must content itself with ascer­ 
taining that he who commits murder knew 
he was committing murder when he did 
the deed. 
It must be remembered that, 
as Griesinger observes, “ The criminal acts 
‘1 of the insane have not ordinarily the 
“ characteristics of irresistible impulse.” 
In fact it is very seldom th at they could 
not have restrained themselves from the 
commission of the crime. 
W ith this view 
all the perplexities which the legal theories 
of the relation of insanity to crimes have 
raised, will disappear. 
I t will no longer 
be of consequence whether the defendant is 
said to have had the insane neurosis, or to 
have been the subject of impulsive insan­ 
ity or transitoiy mania, or whatever else it 
may be called. 
I t will only be necessary 
to prove that he understood w hat he was 
doing, to render him a fit subject for pun­ 
ishment. 
As has been observed by Dr. 
Mayo, “ The law should not permit the 
“ idea of insanity in its agent to plead his 
“ excuse when he knows that he is per- 
“ fectly aware of the murderous tendency 
“ of his actions, and, in being unabie to 
“ resist them, is only in the same predica- 
“ inent with every recognized aspirant to 
“ the gallows.” 
The man who commits 
murder, possessing intelligence to know 
what murder is, should in fact be hanged, 
aud that without any reference to the 
question whether insanity impelled liiai 
to the deed. 
Unless this is conceded 
Society will soon be without the power to 
protect itself against murder. 


JUDGE BLACK ONCE MOf-E. 


Judge Black’s letter to the New York 
Chamber of Commerce on the relation of 
railroads to the state is so full of mon­ 
strous theories th at it seems necessary to 
deal with it deliberately. 
There are to­ 
day not less than five thousand millions of 
dollars invested in railroads in the United 
States, and therefore w hen a prominent 
lawyer publicly states th at “ the notion 
“ that railways are the property of the 
“ companies authorized to run them is a 
“ cardinal error,” and that these companies 
“ have no proprietary right, title or claim ” 
in them, it is time to inquire where the 
country stands 
on 
these 
propositions. 
Judge Black sets out with the utterly false 
and misleading analogy of a highway. 
A 
railroad is not a highway, and does not re­ 
semble a highway in anything b u t the one 
circumstance th at it is a kind of road. 
Judge Black asserts th at railroads are 
the property of 
the state because “ a 
“ public 
highway 
cannot 
be 
private 
“ property.” 
This 
is 
a mere 
quibble 
about words. 
A railroad has nothing in 
common with a public highway, which is 
a means of communication constructed by 
the state, expressly for the use of the peo­ 
ple. 
Railroads are not so constructed. 
They are built w ith private capital, and 
this w hether they are subsidized or not, 
since if they are subsidized the Govern­ 
ment only lends them certain sums, which 
are to be presently repaid out of tbeir 
earnings. 
The tru th is, however, that 
Judge Black seems to have been standing 
on his head when be constructed the sin­ 
gular views which he has here presented. 
He has certainly reversed the real relations 
between the state and the railroads. 
He 
asserts th at the corporations are only trus­ 
tees for the state, and th at they are con­ 
trolling public property, whatever they 
may think to the contrary. 
In fact, how­ 
ever, it is the state th at is the trustee, and 
not the corporations. They are owners. It 
is a mere abstraction, representing the peo­ 
ple, and acting for them. W hatever rights 
of sovereignty over the railroads it exer­ 
cises and possesses, it owes solely to its 
character of agent. 
Private capital has 
been employed in building the railroads, 
and the employment of this private capital 
has been based upon the distinct engage­ 
ment of the state th at the property so 
created should, with certain conditions 
and restrictions, inure to the benefit of the 
projectors. 
In these arrangements the 
state lias bargained on behalf of the peo­ 
ple, with the clear nnderstanding th at the 
latter would derive from the building of 
the railroads such benefits as made it well 
worth their while to offer the assistance 
agreed upon. 
To assert th at the railroads 
have therefore been built for the state, or 
th at they belong to it, is to assert th at the 
people can turn thieves and steal w hat 


does not and never did belong to them by 
any color or pretense. 


In fact Judge Black’s argument is so­ 
phistical and weak, and it contains propo­ 
sitions which if accepted would be fatal to 
the rights of all property whatsoever. 
He 
endeavors to make much of the assertion 
th at railroads are “ laid out and built by 
“ the authority of the state.” 
The state 
gives its consent to the traversing of its 
territory, and this is all in the majority of 
cases. 
W hat special rights can the giving 
of such a consent confer upon the state ? 
He says that railroad companies "h av e no 
“ proprietary right, but a mere franchise.” 
W hat is a franchise, but the authorization 
of the state to conduct certain business 
in a certain way. and for a certain time ? 
Such an authorization 
is 
in 
effect 
a 
property 
of the 
most 
valuable 
kind. 
Judge Black admits indeed th at there are 
“ vested rights ” in a railroad, but at the 
same time he takes positions which would 
deprive these vested rights of all conse­ 
quence. 
For he holds that the state must 
determine what compensation the railroads 
are to have, and this of course is equivalent 
to saying that the tells leviable under the 
franchise may be cut down to nothing. The 
tendency to cut them down to nothing is 
not an imaginary one, as has been shown 
in the Granger agitation, and in our own 
Railroad Commission scheme. 
W herever 
in fact the right of the actual owner of 
property to control it is denied, it follows 
necessarily that these owners will 
be 
wronged, since it cannot be the earnest 
interest of anyone but themselves to do 
them justice, and since if the public 
are 
allowed 
to dictate 
the 
terms ou 
which goods shall be sold to them, or ser­ 
vice of any kind, they will be certain to 
make the arrangement from their own 
standpoint, which of course is the most 
opposite of that of the seller. 
In fine, 
what Judge Black advocates is confisca­ 
tion, which is a polite name for robbery. 
Here are five thousand millions of dollars 
invested in American railways. 
It would 
perhaps be a good tiling to get possession 
of this enormous capital by exerting the 
prerogative of the state. 
That is the idea 
which seems to underlie all such sophis­ 
tries, and it is necessary that the people 
as well as the men who have invested their 
capital in railroads, should reflect upon 
the questions thus brought iuto promi­ 
nence. 


THE 
QUESTION 
OF 
A 
PEF.M.'NENT 
OFFICIAL CLASS. 


The objection th at the American people 
do not want a permanent official class is 
one of the oldest as well as one of the 
feeblest which the opponents of Civil Ser­ 
vice reform ha\e advanced. 
As, however, 
it seems to have made some impression 
upon the unthinking, it is perhaps worth 
while to examine it and see what it ieally 
amounts to. 
Those who use it are accul- 
tomed to talk about the danger of estab­ 
lishing “ an aristocracy” by abolishing the 
spoiU system, and some people do not re­ 
flect enough to perctive the absurdity of 
all such apprehensions. 
Tne truth is that 
the “ Boss" system in our politics lias gone 
nearer to creating a dangerous permanent 
class of office-holders than anything else 
that has ever influenced the country, and 
that Civil Service reform aims at abolish­ 
ing the evils which belong to that system. 
Under the “ Boss” system the Federal of­ 
fices have become in several notorious in­ 
stances the perquisites of a handful of 
men who have used them to put and keep 
in office a class of politicians who never 
would have been eligible ou the score of fit­ 
ness. 
The “ Bosses” are precisely the 
people 
who 
believe 
in 
a 
per­ 
manent 
official 
class, 
ar.d 
who are 
doing 
their 
best 
to 
establish 
it, 
and the kind of permanent official class 
they believe in is certainly not what the 
country needs. 
But why Bhonld the idea 
of a permanent official class, abstractly 
considered, be regarded as dangerous to 
the republic? 
Is not permanence in office 
the very first condition of good service in 
any business whatever? 
Does any man 
imagine th at the banks and mercantile 
bouses aud manufacturers could prosper if 
they did not guarantee permanence in of­ 
fice to all their employes who serve them 
well and faithfully ? 
And is a permanent 
class of Federal officeholders any more to 
be dreaded than the permanent class of 
bank cleiks and mercantile clerks which 
has always existed ? 
It is in the present 
state of the public service alone th at office­ 
holders can be a source of danger. 
I t is 
when 
they 
are 
forced 
into 
politics 
by 
the 
“ Bosses," and 
are 
compelled 
to 
contribute 
to 
campaign funds, and 
are 
made 
to 
exert 
themselves 
for 
the 
furtherance of 
partisan ends, that 
they 
become 
mischievous. 
But 
civil 
service 
reform 
proposes 
to 
do 
away 
with ail these sources of danger. 
It pro­ 
poses to sever the connection between the 
Federal office-holders and partisan politics ; 
to treat them from a business basis alone ; 
to select them for fitness, and to make 
competence and fidelity the conditions of 
their retention ; to compel them to give 
their time to the work for which they are 
paid, and to prevent them from running 
the “ m achine” at any Congressman’s 
bidding. 
A class of office-holders thus 
separated from politics and placed upon a 
business standing will be incapable of 
mischief. Organization among such a class 
for political purposes would be quite use­ 
less. 
They could not fortify themselves 
in tbeir positions, simply because every 
man would hold his office on the strength 
of his individual fitness, and could not rely 
upon any other man to bolster him up if 
he ceased to be fit. 


A t present the Federal office-holders are 
a permanent class, and a permanent class 
of the most dangerous kind. 
I t is in fact 
almost in their power to carry a Presi­ 
dential election to-day. 
They are able to 
raise fnnds for campaign purposes against 
which mere private subscription counts for 
very little. 
They constitute a powerful 
machinery completely controlling State 
politics in the great centers of population 
and activity. They can be handled like an 
army, and they are so handled for partisan 
purposes. 
W hoever has any sane objec­ 
tions to a permanent class of office-holders 
must have derived them from experience 
under the spoils system, but such objec­ 
tions have no force when applied to Civil 
Service reform. 
If we wish the public 
business to be well transacted we must ad­ 
minister it upon rational principles, and 
this is the kind of change now demanded. 
Rotation in office has been the curse of 
American politics for years. 
I t has been 
the chief argument for the spoils system, 


and has made the latter w hat it is. 
I t is 
irrational, vexatious, mischievous aDd ex­ 
travagant. 
It does not give vigor to our 
politics, but it saturates them with corrup­ 
tion. 
It excludes 
the 
natural selec­ 
tion 
which 
íb 
N ature’s 
wise 
rule, 
and 
substitutes 
for 
it 
selection 
by 
caprice and 
self-interest. 
W hen Civil 
Service reform is introduced the people, 
for the first time in two generations, will 
once more be enabled to govern the coun­ 
try. 
They do not do that now, whatever 
they may think. 
W e have not now a 
really popular government, but a govern­ 
ment by “ bosses” and machine managers. 
Abolish patronage (the very name of which 
ought to be offensive to an American), 
and the Civil Service will cease to be an 
instrum ent 
whereby party may be in­ 
trenched in power. 
It will then become 
what it ought always to have been, namely, 
the sober business departm ent of the Gov­ 
ernment ; the means whereby the public 
affairs are transacted, and nothing more. 
Every man in it depending upon his own 
exertions, every man in it responsible for 
his actions, no “ chiefs” to exercise petty 
tyrannies, no politicians to intrigue this 
one out and the other one in—the country 
would then have a permanent official class 
of which it could feel proud, and at the 
same time it would know th at nothing 
was to be feared from this class. 
That is 
what is needed, and w hat Civil Service 
reform alone can give us. 


EDUCATION AND 
CIVILIZATION. 


Mr. Richard Grant W hite has got him­ 
self into trouble by attem pting to show 
that the public school system is a failure, 
and that in fact it does not prevent the 
States where it flourishes from producing a 
larger percentage of crime and vice than 
appear in the States where it has taken 
least hold. 
He endeavors to demonstrate 
that there is in fact less crime proportion­ 
ally in ‘ some of the most illiterate of 
the Southern States than in some 
of 
the most literate Northern States. 
The 
New York Times answers Mr. W hite’s 
arguments, and asserts that he has reached 
erroneous conclusions by failing to admit 
some data of vital importance. 
It says : 
“ New England is densely populated, the 
“ South th in ly ; New England has many 
“ large cities, the Southern Statesmentioned 
“ very few ; New England has scores of 
“ large manufacturing towns overrunning 
“ with ignorant and degraded Canadian 
“ and Irish operatives; the South has 
“ nothing of the k in d ; and in New En- 
“ gland the conditions of life are hard, its 
“ bare necessities are costly, and families 
“ starve on incomes which would bring 
“ comfort, if not luxury, to families of 
“ poor whites in the South.” 
These are 
sound considerations, but by far the most 
im portant is the “ influence of foreign im- 
“ migration upon the criminal record of 
“ the Northern States.” 
The Times points 
out th at “ in ISfiO the proportion of foreign- 
“ ers to natives in New England was 1 in 
“ 7, and in the six Southern States 1 in 
“ 17, or, omitting the slaves, not more than 
“ 1 in 25. 
And it is equally im portant to 
“ remember th at the sons and daughters 
“ born here to these immigrants, though 
“ they appear iu the census returns as 
“ ‘ native w hites,’ are really a foreign ele- 
“ ment, and one from which the prisons 
“ and poor-houses are largely filled.’’ There 
can be no doubt that the criminal statistics 
of the N orthern 
States are so largely 
affected by the foreign immigration that 
any such attem pt as Mr. W hite has made to 
compare the relative morality of the two 
sections, as influenced by the schools, must 
be a failure. 
T hat the school system has 
disappointed its best friends will have to 
be admitted. 
Mr. W hite is correct in say­ 
ing th at it “ is not the reformatory agent 
“ which it has honestly been supposed to 
“ be.” 
I t has, however, failed mainly be­ 
cause the right methods have not been 
employed, nor the right kind of knowledge 
imparted, aud not because knowledge is 
powerless to civilize. 
How great a pro­ 
portion of 
the crime and vice of our 
thickly-populated States and cities is due 
to the steady influx **f foreign immigration 
it is of course impossible to estimate, but 
that it must be very large none can doubt 
who have any acquaintance with the char­ 
acter of the foreign elements referred to. 
These bring to the country a great mass of 
ignorant adult population, and this igno­ 
rance is adm itted, after a brief and wholly 
useless probation, into politics, and is per­ 
mitted in many cases to determine the 
character of the government of important 
centers, and even of whole States. 
Not to 
take this into consideration in making a 
comparison between the North and South 
is 
to 
vitiate 
the 
whole 
proceeding, 
and 
to 
do 
injustice 
to 
the 
North 
while 
creating 
the 
mischievous 
im­ 
pression 
th at 
education 
exercises no 
appreciable influence upon the morals of 
the community. 
It should also be remem­ 
bered that if crime in the South does not 
figure as conspicuously on the records as at 
the North, one reason for tliÍB is that in 
the South some kinds of crime are rarely 
punished at all, and th at the class which 
enjoys this impunity is the most heinous. 
In fact it is evident th at Mr. W hite has 
jumped to conclusions with undue haste, 
and that bis argument requires to be re­ 
vised and reconstructed. 


GLADSTONE'S 
HEALTH. 


I t has been stated th at Mr. Gladstone's 
health is so impaired that bis physician 
has prescribed absolute cessation of public 
business. 
If this is the case the situation 
will be doubly serious, for it is extremely 
doubtful whether his government can carry 
on the business of the country at this 
juncture without his invaluable aid. 
The 
session of Parliament about to open will 
be one of the most im portant for many 
years. 
The Irish question has to be met, 
and it is evident th at it is no longer pos­ 
sible to temporize with it. 
The land bill 
which the Government will introduce, and 
which it will urge with all its influence 
unless the Land League should precipitate 
a rebellion, will certainly be opposed des­ 
perately by the Conservatives, and, in fact, 
by the whole English landed interest, 
which will see in the proposed change the 
doom of the English as well as of the Irish 
laod system. Should it be found necessary 
to adopt strong coercive measures in Ire­ 
land the presence of the Premier on the floor 
of the House will be quite as indispensable, 
and it may be doubted whether in his 
absence his colleagues could be prevented 
from falling into fatal differences upon 
leading measures. 
In short, a worse time 
canid not have been taken for Mr. Glad­ 
stone’s collapse, and yet when we remem­ 
ber his age and the amount of work he 


has done we cannot be surprised that he 
should fail at last. 
It is to be hoped for 
the sake of his party 
and for the sake of 
the reforms his government contemplates, 
that his health may be better than report 
states, and that at least he may be enabled 
to sit out the coming session, and show the 
world how he proposes to solve the Irish 
problem.

THE 
QUESTION 
OF 
JURIES 


Our article on juries in murder cases has 
elicited a valuable suggestion from a well- 
known 
criminal 
lawyer of 
this city. 
He expresses the opinion that one of the 
most prolific causes of failure of justice in 
murder cases is the common practice of al­ 
lowing juries to mix with the public while 
the trial is proceeding. 
He states that 
where the Sheriff has been instructed by 
the Court to take charge of the jury 
from the 
beginning of 
the trial, and 
to 
guard them 
from 
all 
approaches, 
their verdicts have been almost always 
intelligent and satisfactory. 
His theory is 
not that jurors are corrupted, but that in 
mixing with the crowd, in taking their 
meals at a hotel, in passing to and fro along 
the streets, they necessarily come in con­ 
tact with a great dual of irresponsible opin­ 
ion, and are more or less influenced by it. 
It is at the option of the Court to order the 
jury to be locked up throughout the trial, 
and if this practice was made obligatory 
upon Judges there is strong ground for be­ 
lieving that the interests of justice would 
be further*!. 
W here 
jurors are care 
fully isolated and kept 
to themselves 
they feel the responsibilities of their posi­ 
tion more keenly, and they bestow more 
attention and reflection upon the evidence. 
In such cases they are free from all ex­ 
traneous influences, and therefore the more 
likely to come to a dispassionate and in­ 
telligent decision. 
Certainly any change 
in the practice of the Courts that would 
bring about eo desirable a reform iu the 
quality of criminal verdicts is worth at­ 
tempting, and therefore we hope that some 
member of the Sacramento delegation will 
note this point for an amendment to the 
Codes or the Constitution, whichever may 
be necessary.

This is a lower estimate than has been 
made by others, and Í3 probably net above 
the actual amount now held in that section 
for a rise in the present prices. 
A t the fig­ 
ures now i ffered, say 81 40 per cental, this 
quantity still on hand is w- rth about $2,000,­ 
000. 
The amount of wheat now in ware­ 
houses in the river section of the valley 
above Sacramento greatly exceeds that of 
last year, as did also the total crop. 
In 
1879 there was transported by boats from the 
upper Sacramento about 115,000 tons of 
wheat, and this year it will r->t be less than 
125.000 tons by the close of the present 
month. 
The wheat which has been shipped 
from along the Feather river aud that now 
Btored in that region in warehouses is not in­ 
cluded in the above statement, and would 
add between 30,000 and 40.030 tons. 


F reight Movements.—T he following car­

As smsll-pox is still with anintermpted 
severity raging in this State, it m ty be of 
interest to some to bear onoe more a discus­ 
sion about the value of the protective meas­ 
ures employed to guard against this dangerous 
malady.

I t cau fu rth er be observed th a t in 
every epidem ic, also in the one a t present 
raging on this coast, th a t principally th e nnn- 
vacciuated are severely attacked, and th a t 
also am ong them th e m ortality is greatest, 
while such th a t have been vaccinated, if at 
all infected, will only receive a m ild form , 
which seldom prove- fatal. 
A b under certain circum stances vaccination 
itself 
can becom e 
dangerous

health, 
parents have been hesitating in having their 
children vaccinated, and in some instances 
eveu positively objected to it. 
T his danger, 
how ever, is by no m eans so great th a t there is 
real cause for alarm , nr th a t in com parison to 
th e benefit obtained thereby, it w ould even 
come in consideration, especially as the prin 
cipal danger by care and conecienciousness of 
th e physician can be fully avoided. T his m ain 
danger of vaccination lies in the possibility, 
th a t by vaccinating from arm to arm inherit- 
ary blood diseases, especially syphilis, can be 
propagated from one child to the other. 
N um erous instances, w here such a thing ac 
tually has taken place, are recorded. 
In Ke- 
valt3, Italy , in th e year 1801, in consequence 
of vaccinating w ith im pure virus, w ithin six 
w eeks 40 out of 63 children become syphilitic. 
A n exam ple of sim ilar nature occurred in 
H u n g ary in 1802.

T he action of vaccination, agreeing w ith the 
above, is therefore to be understood, th a t the 
vaccine virus, though degenerated and w eak­ 
ened by passing through the anim al organ­ 
ism, still needs for its developm ent th e sam e 
n u tritiv e principle as th e original, unaltered 
sm all-pox virus. _ B y invading th e system by 
vaccination, vaccine virus w ithdraw s this n u ­ 
tritiv e principle and thereby gives protection 
againet-sinal.-pox. 
Before closing I w ill m ention th a t the ex­ 
am ple of ’preventive inoculation by sm all­ 
pox is not the only one iu history, b u t th a t 
recently some F ren ch philosophers have sue 
ceeded iu m odifying also the infectious prin­ 
ciple of som e parasitic affections of anim als, 
for instance cholera, of chickens and m ur­ 
rain of sheep (the parasitic nature of both 
can m icroscopically 
be dem onstrated), to 
such a degree th a t anim als vacriaated w ith 
th e sam e rem ained 
afterw ards 
protected 
against th e original disease.

BARBER-OUS 
PROCEEDING. 


The persistence of hair-dressers in recom 
mending their dyes, washes and lotions is 
well known, but they fortunately do not 
all employ the violent means of forcing 
their wares on customers practiced by 
Maignan, who has just appeared before the 
tribunal of correctional police on a charge 
of aggravated assault. 
His shop, which is 
one to be avoided, is at No. 4, Rue Duphot, 
near the Madeleine, aud, according to in­ 
formation obtained by the police from 
neighbors, he was accustomed to impose on 
hia casual clients, foreigners especially, by 
applying lotions, under some pretext, gen­ 
erally to remove the bouton de la calvitie, 
or pimple that would produce baldness, and 
then demanding sums of 5 franc3 to 20 
franc9, payment of which he most fre­ 
quently succeeds iu obtaining. 
Among 
onher examples may be cited th at of an 
Englishman, who, having refused to sub­ 
m it to the extortion, had his umbrella im­ 
pounded by the coiffeur, and was forced to 
apply to a magistrate to recover it. 
An­ 
other act of extortion was practiced on a 
school bov, who was sent by his parents to 
have his hair cut. 
Maignan first, on his 
own authority, made a small tonsure to de­ 
stroy the imaginary “ pimple of baldness,” 
alter which he applied a lotion to make the 
hair grow over the bald place, and then ex­ 
acted an exorbitant sum from the boy’s 
mother for this double operation. A cook’s 
assistant named Blanc, the complainant in 
the present charge, deposed th at he went 
to be shaved and brushed up on a Sunday 
morning in September. Maignan, while ar­ 
ranging his hair, said th at it was falling 
olf, but th at he had an infallible water to 
make it grow afresh. 
Blanc declined to 
purchase it, but the hairdresser neverthe­ 
less emptied a small bottle on his head. 
W hen the operation of shaving and brush­ 
ing was terminated Blanc gave the barber 
a franc, telling him to take hia change from 
it, but Maignan demanded four francs 
more, pretending th at the price of the lo­ 
tion was four francs lifty centimes, and on 
Blanc’s refusing to pay for what he had not 
ordered, seized hia hat. 
A loud dispute 
ensued, and attracted a crowd outside. 
Maignan then threw the cook’s hat into 
the street, and took down a Turkish poin- 
ard th at was hanging in the shop, men­ 
acing the complainant with it. 
Bianc en­ 
deavored to wrest it from him, aud in the 
struggle received six cuts iu the hand. 
A 
bystander, who intervened to assist him, 
was also slightly wounded. The defendant 
said that Bianc was the aggressor, but this 
was disproved by teveral witnesses. Maig­ 
nan was now condemned to six days* im­ 
prisonment and fifty francs fine.—[Galig-

The N cm Ton o(l I it m l I i»ti<-ri«-H Question 
Lord Grant tile 's Letter o s the Subjert. 
W ashington, December 10th.—The fol­ 
lowing is the text of a letter written by Lord 
Granville to United State» Minister Lowell, 
at London, on the subject of the Newfound­ 
land fisheries ; 
F oreign Office, October 27, 18S0. 
Sir: Her Majesty's Government have carefully 
considere I the correspondence which has taken 
place between their predecessors and the Govern­ 
ment of the United States respecting disturbances 
which occurred at Furtune Bay on the 6th of Janu­ 
ary, 1878, and they have approached this subj- ct 
with an earnest desire to arrive at an am cable soill- 
tl -n of the differences which have unfortunately 
arisen between the two Governments on the con­ 
struction of the provisions of the treaties which 
regulate ttie rights of the United States tishennen 
on ttie coast of Newfoundland. In the first place, I 
desire that there sliould he nu possibility of a mis­ 
conception as Pi the views entertained by Her Maj­ 
esty’s Government respecting the conduct of the 
Newfoundland fishermen in violently interfering 
with United States fishermen and destroying or 
d imaging s* me -if their nets. Her Majesty's Gov­ 
ernment have no hesitan -n in admitting that this 
proceeding was quite indefensible, and is to he re­ 
gretted. No sense id injury to their rights, how­ 
ever well founded, could, under the circumstances, 
justify British fishermen in taking the law into 
their own hands and of committing acts of 
violence, but I will refer by and by to this 
feature in the case, and will now proceed to 
the important question raised in this con- 
tr vers;, whether, under the treaty of Washington, 
U- ited elates fishermen are bound to observe the 
fishery regulations of Newfoundland in common 
with British subjects. Without entering into any 
lengthy discussion on this point, I feel bound to 
state that in the opinion of her Majesty’s Govern­ 
ment the clause in the treaty of Washington, which 
provides that citizens of the United rítales shall be 
entitled, in common with British subjects, “ to fish 
in Newfoundland waters, within the limits of Brit­ 
ish sovereignty,” means that American and British 
fishermen shall fish in these waters on terms of 
equality, and not that there shall be an exception to 
American fishermen from any reasonable regulation 
to which the British fishermen are subject. Her 
Majesty’s Government entirely concurs in Mr. 
Slnrcy’s circular of the 28th of March, 1856. The 
principle therein laid down ap[>ears to them per­ 
fectly suutid, and as 
applicable 
to the 
fishery provisions of the treaty of Wash­ 
ington as to those of the treaty which 
Mr. Marcy had in view. They cannot there 
fora admit t he accuracy of the opinion expressed 
ill Mr. Etart’s letter to Mr. Welsh ol theSSthof 
September, 1S78, that the fishery rights of the 
United States conceded by tire treaty of Washington 
are to be exercised entirely free from restraints and 
regulations of the statute of Newfoundland. If 
by that opinion anything inconsistent with Mr. 
Morey’s principle is especially intended for her 
Majesty’s Government, he n ver fully admitted that 
if any such local statutes could be sIio w d to be in­ 
consistent with express stipulations, or even with 
the spirit of the iroatv, they would not be within 
the category of these reasonable regulations by 
w hich American (in common with British) fishermen 
ought to be bound ; and they observe, on the other 
hand, with much satisfaction that Mr. Evarts, at 
the close of his letter tu Minister Welsh of tin: 1st 
August, 1871, after expressing regret at a conflict of 
interests which the exercise of treaty privileges en­ 
joyed by the United States appears to have devel­ 
oped, expresses himself as follows: “'There is no 
intention on the part of this (United States; 
Government that these privileges should be 
abused, and no desire that a full and free 
enjoyment should harm Colonial fishermen, while 
different interest and motives of shore fishery and 
vessel fishery make it impracticable that the regu­ 
lation of rhis one should entirely be given to the 
others.’ Yet if mutual obligations of tile treaty of 
1871 are to he maintained the United States Govern­ 
ment would gladly co-operate with the Government 
oi Her Britannic Majesty in an effort to make these 
regulations a matter of reciprocal convenience and 
. right, and the in a-is of preserving the fisheries at 
their highest point of production, and conciliating a 
community of interesis by a ju-t proportion of ad­ 
vantages and profits.” Her Majesty's Government 
do not interpret these expressions in any sense 
derogatory to the sovereign authority of Great 
Britain in the territorial waters of Newfoundland, 
by which only regulations having the force of law 
within these waters can be made so regurding the 
proposal. They are based not only to recognize in 
it ari indication that a desire of Her Majesty's 
Government to arrive at a friendly and speedy 
settlement of this question is fully recipr.-cated by 
the Government of the United 8taUs, but also decide 
a basis of practical settlement of the difficulty, and 
1 have the honor to request that vou will inform 
Mr. F.varts that Her Majesty’s Government, with a 
view to avoiding'future discussion and future mis­ 
understandings. is quite willing to confer with the 
Government of the United States respecting the 
establishment of regulations under which the sub­ 
jects of both parties to the treaty of Washington 
shall have the full enjoyment of any fishery, which, 
under the treaty, is to be used in common. Tbe 
duty of enacting and enforcing such regulations 
when agreed upon would, of course, rest with the 
power having the sovereignty of the shore and 
waters in each case. As regards the claim of the 
United States fishermen to compensation for injuries 
and losses which they are alleged to have sustained 
in consequence oí the violent obstruction which they 
encountered on the occasion referred to, I have to 
state that her Majesty’s G.-vernment is quite willing 
that they should be indemnified for any injuries 
and losses which, upon a joint inquiry, may be found 
to have been sustained by them, and in respect of 
which they are reasonably entitled to compensation. 
But on this point I have to observe that claim is 
pushed forward bj them for loss of fish w hich had 
been caught, or which but for interference of 
British fishermen might have been caught, by means 
of the strand fishery, a mode of fishing to which, 
under treaty of Washington, they were not entitled 
to resort. The prosecution by them of strand fish­ 
ery being clearly in excess of iheic treaty privileges, 
bcr Majesty’s Government cannot doubt that on 
farther c-li-l lerstion the United States Government 
will not be disposed to supper*, a claim in respect to 
a loss of fish which they h id caught, or might have 
caught, by that process. I have the honor to he, 
etc .

W ashington, December 10th.—It is be­ 
lieved by many persona to-day that the 
unanimous determination of the Republican 
majority of the House to resist to the full 
extent of their parliamentary privileges the 
aii iplion of tbe pending Electoral count reso­ 
lution w ill lead much of the time into fili­ 
bustering proceedings, and necessitate an 
ex'ra i-es-don of Congress. There are now 
25 or 30 Democratic members absent; nearly 
all of them must-be iu their seats to make a 
qo rum when the Republicans abstain from 
v -ting, and even then the minority may very 
possibly, by skillful parliamentary manage­ 
ment, keep off a final rote for a 
nu a her 
of days, if not indefinitely. 
Deuce if the Dem crats stand solidly to­ 
gether on the is-iue the contest will be pro­ 
tracted long enough to crowd beyond tbe 
limits of the session a large amount of neces­ 
sary business. It is not probable, however, 
that any such united stand will be made in 
support of this proposition, for in the first 
place, even if the Democrats obtain a quorum 
of their own, there are severrl of their num­

T it President. General Howard anil 
West Point. 
W ashington, December 10th.—The Presi­ 
dent had a long talk with General Howard, 
in the course of which he admitted that he 
had called him to Washington to make him 
commander at West Point, but has been dis- 
euaded from d ing it by General Sherman 
and Secretary Evarts, not on a-connt of per­ 
sonal opposition to him, bat because they 
beid that the change would be too violent, in 
view of Howard's weli-known variance, in 
what he regards as the correct policy there, 
as contrasted with Scofield’s administration. 


He promised Howard, however, that he 
should have some good place in the Erst as 
soon as he could settle his affairs in Oregon 
and take it. He to!d him also, it is under­ 
stood, that he should make General Terry 
Commandant at West Point. 
How to Becom e a fade». 
W ashington, December 10th.—A circular 
has been issued by the Secretary of the 
Treasury containing tbe regulations govern­ 
ing the admission of candidates to the grade of 
cadets in the Revenue Marine service. 
The 
service circular says: “ A standard of pro­ 
ficiency will ba fixed. If candidates fall be­ 
low such standard, they will be rejected. 
They may, however, receive a second ex­ 
amination nt the next annual couvening of 
tbe Board of Examiners. A failure in the 
second examination will result in the final re­ 
jection of the candidate. While applicants, 
as a rule, will be accorded not more than two 
examinations, an exception may be made 
granting a third examination in particularly- 
mentioned cases, where candidates have 
passed successfully two examinations. Cadets 
will be appointed for a probationary period of 
two years, during which they will be required 
to pursue a prescribed course of study and 
perform such duties on board ship or else­ 
where in the service as may be demanded of 
them. At the end of two vears they will, if 
their probationary service*be satisfactory, be 
examined for promotion to the grade of 
Third Lieutenant in the Revenue Marine 
service.” The Mormon Elephant. 
New Y ork. December 10th.—The Times, 
referring to the President’» recommendations 
concerning Utah, thinks neither provisional 
government nor di-frar.chiseuient of the po­ 
lygamists a practicable remedy, but say» : It 
is a question whether it would not be better 
to establish military government at once, and 
administer the affairs of the Territory di­ 
rectly by the national authority until polyg­ 
amy has beeu rooted out and materials fur a 
State founded on the principles of republican 
institutions have been introduced. No half­ 
way measures are likely to succeed, and no 
pottering with the subject is desirable. Utah 
is still in the hands of the Federal Govern­ 
ment, and it should take the most effective 
means of preparing it for its destined place in 
the Union of States.

W ashington, December 10th.—The Com­ 
missioner of Internal Revenue has advices 
from Huntsville, Ala., to the effect that a 
gang of illicit distillers, who were interfered 
with by United States Deputy Marshals, 
shot and instantly killed Deputy John B. 
Hardie. 
Another deputy barely escaped.

W ashington, December 10th.—Secretary 
Thompson left for New York last evening, 
and it is said by intimate friends of the Sec­ 
retary that his visit is for the purpose of 
consulting with gentlemen there who are in­ 
terested in the Panama Canal Company, rela­ 
tive to his acceptance of the Presidency of the 
American branch. 
From interviews with 
persons who are cognizant of the Secretary’s 
movements, it is believed that he already 
has accepted, or w ill do so in the course of a 
few days, and will tender his resignation as 
Secretary of the Navy. 
The Syndicate or tbe Ontario and Cana­ 
dian Pacific. 
New York, December 10th.—A World's 
special from Ottawa, Ontario, says: Sir 
John’s majority in Parliament is what Can­ 
ning called a steady “ fact,” and he can al­ 
ways count upon its support, but Ontario, by 
far the richest and most important province 
in the confederation, is alarmed at the pros­ 
pect before it. The leading spirits in the 
syndicate are George Stephen and Donald A. 
Smith, the former President of the Bank of 
Montreal, the latter ex-Governor of the Hud­ 
son Bay Company, who owns the St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Manitoba Railway. These 
gentlemen, through McIntyre, another mem­ 
ber of the syndicate, also control the Canada 
Central Railway, which is the highway be­ 
tween Lake Nipissing aad Montreal. This 
road has a charter for an extension to 
Sault St. Marie, which will soon be con­ 
nected with the Northern Pacific and St. 
Paul and Manitoba roads, and Ontario 
people who are not represented in the syndi­ 
cate fear that Stephen and Angus will carry 
the trade of the northwest over the American 
and Canada Central connections, direct to 
Montreal, and build up the Eastern at the ex­ 
pense of Western Canada. Ontario, paying 
three-fifths of the entire revenue of the 
Dominion, is strong enough to break up the 
Sir John arrangement, and will do so beyoDd 
a doubt, unless he can extort from the 
syndicate satisfactory guarantees that they 
will not use their own roads to the disadvan­ 
tage of the province. Sir John is playing a 
desperate game, but he is a desperate player, 
and his liberal opponents are weak and de­ 
moralized. 
W hat Is Thought of our Defective Re­ 
turns. 
New Y ork, December 10th.—The Times 
says : The strict constructionists of the 
Democratic faith will be appalled to learn 
that the Republican Secretary of State in 
California, discovering that the returns for 
Presidential Electors from three counties 
were fatally defective, telegraphed to the 
local officers and advised them to Fend 
amended returns. Clearly this was not his 
duty, and he should have proceeded with the 
canvass which he is required by law to make, 
and have left fatal defects to be discovered 
by others ; but this official’s action, irregulsr 
though it was, saved the votes of tiiree coun­ 
ties and changed the result in the State. 
Democratic constructionists like Garcelon, 
for example, will denounce the course of the 
California Republican Secretary of State as 
“ extra constitutional.” It may assuage their 
wrath, however, to learn that the three coun­ 
ties whose votes bo narrowly escaped being 
nullified are Democratic, and that in conse­ 
quence of their returns being attended to 
Hancock secured five Electoral votes. 
Legislation in Relation to Imitan Affairs. 
W ashington. December 10th.—The House 
Committee on Indian Affairs, in view of the 
urgency and importance of legialatlve action 
upon several bills reported from the commit­ 
tee and now pending before the House, in­ 
structed its Chairman to request action by 
the House on several matters pertaining to 
Indian affairs. Chairman Scales was also 
instructed to offer an amendment to the bill 
now pending and upon the House calendar 
which provides for the allotment of lands in 
severalty to Indians. The object of the 
amendment is to extend to the Indian beld­ 
éis of those lauds already allotted the same 
benefits and privileges as Are provided in the 
proposed bill. 
The Health of the People. 
N ew Orleans, December 10th. — The 
Quarantine Convention unanimously resolved 
that it is the duty of the General Govern­ 
ment to defray all quarantine administration 
which extends beyond the boundaries of a 
single State, and they ask for an appropria­ 
tion from Congress. Adjourned to meet at 
Savannah next December. 
In the American Public Health Associa­ 
tion, Dr. Henry Gibbons was appointed the 
California member of the Advisory Commit­ 
tee.Thirsting for John K elly’s Downfall. 
N ew Y ork, December 10th.—Despite the 
cold weather there was an interested crowd 
of politicians about the City Hall to attend 
tbe Alderinanic meeting. It was believed 
that the anti-Tammanv members of the Board 
had agreed with the Republicans to confirm 
Mayor Cooper’s nominations. There was a 
long debate on the proposition by a Republi­ 
can Alderman to coLfirtn the appointment of 
Allan Campbell as Comptroller, in the place 
of John Kelly. Tammany desired to refer 
the nomination to a committee, bnt were 
beaten 12 to 9. Diecwsaion continued as to 
continuation. When the vole was taken it 
resulted, for confirmation, 13 ; against. 8— 
and Allan Campbell Bucceeds John K- lly as 
Comptroller. Confirmations rapidly followed 
of all the appointments of the Mayor, some 
of which were Republicans and tbe reat anti- 
Tammany Democrats. 
A CoffYe-House Goes to the W all. 
N ew Y ork, Decem ber 10;h.—The coffee 
importers, Bowie, Dash & Co., 170 Pearl 
street, have suspended on account of Arnold 
& Kimball’s failure. Two hundred thousand 
dollars are due private bankers for loans. 
Tbe rest consists of notes and open account», 
chiefly held by banks in England. The firm 
is undoubtedly insolvent, but no figures of 
as>eta can be had. The liabilities are $1,400,­ 
000. The firm will not make an assignment.

W ashington, December 10th.—General 
Reagan, Chairman of the Honse Committee 
on Commerce, intends to press vigorously 
the bill regulating interstate commerce by 
railroads.

An exploring party discovered sixteen 
corpses. Search is impeded by after-damp 
and the debris. The pit is about one miie 
from the great explosion in tbe Dinas col­ 
liery, in the same valley, Jannary 23, 187S, 
when about sixty persons lost their lives. 
London, December 10th.—The explosion 
at the Penygrieg colliery occurred at 1:10 
this morning. The shock was so violent that 
it was felt for miles around, and the damage 
was so great that the explorers were not able 
to descend into the mine f ir some hours. 
The shaft is choked. 
There is not the 
slightest hope ct saving any of the eighty 
men and eighteen horses still in the pit. 
I Four men have been brought up alive. 
N ew Y ork, December 10th.—A Iaindon 
dispatch says of the disastrous colliery explo­ 
sion : Hundreds were in the colliery at the 
time. The shock was felt for miles around. 
There were also fifteen horses in the pit, 
which was 450 yards iu depth. The most in­ 
tense excitement prevails throughout the 
district. Ali the roads and approaches to 
the colliery are thronged with wailing men, 
women and children. The cries of the poor 
people whose relatives are imprisoned are 
heartrending. Many volunteers offered to 
join the exploring party, but up to 9 o’clock 
no attempt was made to descend the shaft. 
The colliery is owned by Messrs. Rowland & 
M Organ, Penygrtig. 
London, December 10:h.—It is nr-w ascer­ 
tained that 8C of the persons who were in the 
pit at the time of the explotion are dead. 
Seven corpses have been brought up thus far, 
but many others have been discovered and 
will be raised this evening. 
London, December 10th.—Twenty-two 
bodies have been recovered so far, and 34 
more have beeu seen in the Penygrieg pit.
